$5,000,000 the first year is to award grants to
install energy storage systems under
Minnesota Statutes, section 216C.379, and to
pay the reasonable costs incurred by the
department to administer Minnesota Statutes,
section 216C.379. This is a onetime
appropriation and is available until June 30,
2027.

Subd. 9. Area C Contingency Account

$3,000,000 the first year is transferred from
the renewable development account to the
Area C contingency account for the purposes
of Minnesota Statutes, section 116C.7793.
This appropriation is available until June 30,
2028, or five years after the Pollution Control
Agency issues any corrective action

recommendations of the research, including
any recommendations for policy changes or
other legislation. This is a onetime

Sec. 5. POLLUTION CONTROL AGENCY

$2,000,000 is for transfer to the local climate
action grant program account established in
the special revenue fund to:

(1) award grants to eligible applicants;

(2) provide technical assistance to applicants;

(3) pay a contractor to provide greenhouse gas
emissions data to grantees; and

(4) reimburse the reasonable costs of the
agency to administer the program.
